He 
pointed that wherever there was a 
surplus, it was kept in the bank for 
emergency use in case of a defici- 
ency, to improve the grounds fur- 
ther and maintain the improvements 
already there. 


Mr. Roper declared in his reply, 


lifter carefully considering: the <-ase 
of the Rush <-ounty chautauqua, in 
the light of the facts presented by 
Mr. Wolcott, that it was covered by 
n clause in the revenue law which 
provides that educational events 
shall not be taxed. He stated ex- 
plicitly however that the ruling ap- 
plied to the Rush county chautau- 
qua only and
